General Treasurer's Office, 

Providence, R. I., January 1, 1906. 

To the Honorable General Assembly of the State of Rhode Island 
and Providence Plantations: 

I submit herewith a detailed statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the treasury department for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1905, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
33, Title VI, of the General Laws. 

It is gratifying to note that under the operation of the revalua- 
tion bill, passed by the General Assembly at its last session, the in- 
come of the State the past year has equalled its expenditures, and 
that it will provide sufficient revenue to meet the current expenses 
of 1906 if care and discrimination is made in appropriations for 
special objects. 

The floating debt of the State amounting to $245,000.00, due and 
payable in 1906, should be kept in mind, and while it may not be 
possible to liquidate the debt in full from the receipts of this com- 
ing year, it is possible, as well as prudent, to provide at least for its 
reduction. 

A detailed statement of the condition of the State House Sinking 
Fund, the Touro Jewish Synagogue Fund, the Land Grant Fund of 
1862, and other funds in custody of the State, will bQ found in the 
Appendix, with a list of the unexpended balances of appropriations 
made by previous General Assemblies, and the sources of State 
revenue and the amount derived from each.

open to the jury and the amount of fines imposed for non-attendance of jurors.

— Every telegraph company and every telephone 
company doing business within this State shall annually, on the first Monday in 
July, make return to the State Auditor, subscribed and sworn to by its treas- 
urer or agent within this State, setting forth all the gross receipts of such com- 
pany derived from its business transacted within this State from whatever source 
the same may come, whether from the transmission of messages, the use of ma- 
chines or otherwise, and shall thereafter annually, on or before the first day of 
August next succeeding the making of such return, pay to the General Treas- 
urer a tax of one per centum on such gross receipts for the use of the State, which 
sum shall be in lieu of all other taxes upon its lines and personal estate used ex- 
clusively in telegraphic and telephone business within this State.

thereafter annually, on or before the first day of August next succeeding the 
making of such return, pay to the General Treasurer a tax of one per centum on 
such gross receipts for the use of the State, which sum shall be in lieu of all other 
taxes upon its personal estate used exclusively in the express business.

CHARTERS, CORPORATIONS. 

Chapter 29, Section 16. — No corporation other than a corporation for re- 
ligious, literary, or charitable purposes, or a military or fire company, shall be

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organized under a charter granted by special act of the General Assembly, until 
the petitioners for the same shall pay into the general treasury for the use of the 
State one hundred dollars, and in addition one-tenth of one per centum upon any 
amount of capital stock exceeding one hundred thousand dollars authorized by 
such charter; and every corporation which shall increase its capital stock shall 
pay into the general treasury, for the use of the State, one-tenth of one per cen- 
tum upon such increase; and the Secretary of State shall not issue a certified 
copy of any act creating such corporation, or providing for such increase of cap- 
ital stock, until he shall receive the certificate of the General Treasurer to the 
effect that the sum so required has been paid.

TOWN COUNCILS, LICENSES. 

Chapter 102, Section 2. — .... and he shall also pay for such 
licenses to the town or city treasurer the sum hereinafter named, three-fourths 
thereof for the use of such town or city, and one-fourth to be paid over by the 
town or city treasurer to the General Treasurer for the use of the State. 

Also Section 64. — The treasurer of every town and city shall, on the tenth 
day of July and January in each year, make returns to the General Treasurer 
of all moneys coming to his hands belonging to the State, received under the pro- 
visions of this chapter, which return shall embrace the names of the persons 
from whom received and the amount received from each person.

PEDDLERS' LICENSES. 

Chapter 162, Section 6. — The General Treasurer may grant and issue, to 
any person he may deem suitable, a license for the whole State or for any one of 
the counties, for offering for sale and for selling, as a hawker and peddler, watches, 
jewelry, gold or silverware, or articles manufactured of German silver, upon the 
payment to the General Treasurer for the use of the State the following sums: 
two hundred dollars for a license as aforesaid for the State, one hundred dollars 
for the county of Providence, and fifty dollars for each of the other counties; 
and may grant and issue a license for offering for sale and for selling, as a hawker 
and peddler, any other goods, wares, and merchandise whatsoever, except as 
hereinafter provided, for the State or any of the counties, upon the payment to 
the General Treasurer for the use of the State of the following sums: sixty dollars 
for a license for the State for one year from the date of the license, fifteen dollars 
for the State for three months from the date of the license, thirty dollars for the 
county of Providence for one year from the date of the license, ten dollars for 
the county of Providence for three months from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for each of the counties for one year from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for the city of Providence for one year from the date of the license, and 
five dollars for the city of P*rovidence for three months from the date of the li- 
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cense; and a license for the whole State only as a hawker and peddler for offer- 
ing for sale and for selling any article which, by reason of the protection afforded 
by the patent of the United States or otherwise, does not come into competition 
with the general sale thereof in the towns of the State, upon the payment of fifty 
dollars, for the use of the State.

Provided, however, that whenever the manufacturer or importer shall have paid 
the fee herein required for any person acting as agent or seller for such manufac- 
turer or importer, such agent or seller shall not be required to pay the fee named 
in this section; and on receipt of said analysis fees, the General Treasurer shall 
issue certificates of compliance with chapter.

TAX ON STREET RAILWAYS. 

Chapter 580, Section 1. — For the purpose of providing additional revenue 
for the State, every street railway company incorporated under the laws of this 
State, accepting the provisions of this act, shall annually, hereafter, on or before 
October 1, pay to the State, a tax upon its earnings as follows, viz. : if the annual 
dividend paid by such company during the year ending on the thirtieth day of 
June next preceding the date of the return made according to law to the railroad 
commissioner for such year is eight per centum on its capital stock actually out- 
standing during such year, or less, or if no dividend is paid by it, the tax payable 
by it for that year shall be a sum equal to one per centum of its gross earnings for 
that year, and if such dividend exceed eight per centum then the tax payable by 
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'it for that year shall be a sum equal to the excess of such dividend over eight per 
centum; but in no event shall said tax be less than a sum equal to one per centum 
of such gross earnings, which shall be paid without regard to the net earnings of 
such company.

SALE OF TAX ASSIGNMENT ORDERS. 

Chapter 303, Section 1. — ^Th'e General Treasurer shall from time to time, 
whenever it is necessary, in order to provide funds for the current disburse- 
ments of the State, make and sell for cash to any person or corporation upon 
such terms as seem to him to be for the interest of the State, tax assignment 
orders, payable to order or bearer, and which are hereby made negotiable, of the 
whole or any part of the semi-annual installment of the State tax then next to 
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become due and payable from any town or city, and the proceeds of such sale 
shall be deposited with the general funds of the State, and shall be available in 
payment of any appropriation lawfully made. 

AUTOMOBILE, MOTOR CAR, AND MOTOR CYCLE LICENSES. 

Chapter 1157, SBcriON 1. — ^Application for registration of all automobiles, 
motor cars, and motor cycles shall be made to the Secretary of State, and with 
such application shall be deposited a registration fee of two dollars. 

Section 8. — ^All money collected for registration and license fees and fines 
imder the provisions of this act shall go to the support of public roads in this 
State, under the direction of the state board of public roads. And no fee shall 
be allowed or retained by said Secretary of State out of any money received by 
him under this act.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING GENERAL TREASURER TO 

BORROW. 

Whereas, At a meeting of the electors in this State, held on the third day of 
November, A. D. 1896, the General Assembly was "authorized to provide for 
the borrowing, in addition to the amount of fifty thousand dollars, which it is 
now authorized to borrow, the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof, and in such installments, as may from time to time be neces- 
sary for the uses of the State;" 

Resolved, That the General Treasurer is hereby authorized to make and ex- 
cute in behalf of the State, from time to time, a note or notes, payable in gold 
coin of the United States of the present standard of weight and fineness, and not 
to exceed at any time, in the aggregate of such notes, the amount of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, and to negotiate the same for a period of time not 
longer than one year, and at a rate of interest not to exceed four per centum per 
annum.
